Everything God has is available to His 
precious children for the asking, everything we could ever possibly 
want that is of any value.

God is a man of His Word like no other. Since we cannot earn the salvation, healing and everything else we 
need, since we can never become worthy of receiving any of those things and since we have nothing of our own 
to bargain with there is only one way of reasoning with Him If we get anything from God it is by pointing back to 
Him, to the promises He makes us in His holy Word. 

And all things, whatsoever ye shall ask in prayer, believing, ye shall receive.

By taking every promise literally and trusting God for them, this is how we reason with Him Ours is not to 
demand these things of Him based on any sense of entitlement, but to just ask of Him To believe by faith and to 
trust in the great love and mercy of our heavenly father.

As there are two things that we bring before God as a part of reasoning with Him there are also two criteria that 
God uses dispense His blessings, mercy and reward. Anything we get from God is based on either one or the 
other. His mercy is dispensed purely by grace, because He loves us even though we don't deserve His love. His 
rewards are dispensed based on our faith and obedience. 

Praise ye the LORD. O give thanks unto the LORD; for he is good: for his mercy 
endureth for ever. 
Psalms 106:1 (KJV):* 

Thirty three times David proclaims that 'His mercy endureth for ever" in the Psalms, forty one times altogether in 
the Old Testament. For those of us who are keenly aware of our perpetual unworthiness His mercies and grace 
are the only balm that comforts the sting of inhabiting these mortal bodies of sin (Romans 7:24 U). I pray you 
all find this place of meekness and humility in Christ and abide there. 




And why take ye thought for raiment? Consider the lilies of the field, how they grow; 
they toil not, neither do they spin: And yet I say unto you, That even Solomon in all his 
glory was not arrayed like one of these. Wherefore, if God so clothe the grass of the 
field, which to day is, and to morrow is cast into the oven, shall he not much more 
clothe you, O ye of little faith? Therefore take no thought, saying, What shall we eat? 
or, What shall we drink? or, Wherewithal shall we be clothed? (For after all these 
things do the Gentiles seek:) for your heavenly Father knoweth that ye have need of 
all these things. But seek ye first the kingdom of God, and his righteousness; and all 
these things shall be added unto you.
